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Heavy earth moving equipment and unique operating procedures were used in the construction 
of the Alberta Resources Railway right-of-way through difficult territory. As seasons changed, 
mud gave way to dust, and muskeg to frozen ground, to test the abilities of the construction crews. 
Monster equipment, such as this dual-unit bulldozer, was utilized to help move thousands of 


yards of earth. 
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Health Care 
Is Provided 
New Population 





THE COVER 


Premier H. E. Strom will drive the final 
spike, signalling the completion of the Alberta 
Resources Railway, at a ceremony at Grande 
Prairie May 28. With the opening of the line, a 
whole new town will form in the wilderness; coal 
production to fulfill a multi-million dollar con- 
tract will start; thermal power generation will 
supply a vast new area; sulphur production will 
ensue; and forest resources will be exploited. A 
work train is shown proceeding over the Mason 
Creek bridge last month. 
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HE EXPECTED INFLUX of construction 

workers into the Grande Cache area will 
see a population explosion unprecedented in 
recent years. Alberta Department of Health 
officials anticipate an increase from the present 
community of 145 native people to about 2,000 
people by the end of this year, and are gearing 
their health services for the boom. 


The program of immunization, pre-and post- 
natal visits and counsellling, infant and school 
health services, sanitation visits and preventive 
dental services, all presently provided for, will 
continue on the present basis. Regular home 
visits by Public Health Nurses, including follow- 
up and surveillance on all cases of tuberculosis 
and venereal disease will be maintained. 


To date every child in the community of 
Grande Cache has been immunized, annual vision 
and hearing tests have been completed on all 
school children, full preventive derital services 
have been provided for all children three years 
of age and over, and tuberculosis surveys have 
been performed on all Grade 1 students in the 
area. In addition to these programs, Health Unit 
staff are frequently called upon to provide 
emergency medical and nursing treatment, 
treatment for minor ailments and transportation 
to clinics for medical care, hospital treatment or 
chest X-rays. 


The extension of these services to cope with 
the rapid increase in population will place a 
tremendous load on local Health Unit. funds 
and resources. The Department of Health has 
made a firm commitment to meet this need, and 
is taking an active part in the ground-floor 
planning of the entire development to ensure 
establishment of adequate preventive health 
services. 


Additional health services will be required 
with the establishment of the first construction 
camp site. Preventive health services are-directly 
concerned with inspection and enforcement of 
Department of Health regulations in the areas 
of water supply, sewage and waste disposal, 
food services and sanitation in general, in these 
sites.

The power lines will be installed immediately 
by Canadian Utilities Limited and will be unique 
in having complete underground installation of 
electrical transmission lines. In addition, a fran- 
chise has been awarded by the New Town to 
Plains-Western Gas and Electric Co. Ltd, for the 
underground distribution of propane as natural 
gas is not presently available on an economic 
basis for the residents of the New Town.

operation until 1972, it was necessary to con- 
struct a 65-mile, 144,000 volt transmission line 
to serve the New Town of Grande Cache in the 
interim. The transmission line and distribution 
system will represent a million dollar investment 
in Alberta by Canadian Utilities. 

The rapid and immediate development of 
Grande Cache was necessitated by the coming 
of the $96,000,000 Alberta Resources Railroad 
and the exploitation of the region’s coal. 

The Commercial Centre project will be com- 
pleted in three stages: 

Stage One, which is scheduled to be in opera- 
tion September Ist, 1969, will include a hotel, 
shopping mall, with shops and stores, a super- 
market and a department store, office space 
adjoining the mall, and a service station. 

Stage Two, finished by next fall will include 
an addition to the hotel, elevated concourse from 
the hotel to the shopping mall, additional shops 
in the mall, perhaps a bowling alley, and pos- 
sibly a theatre, provincial offices and town hall 
with a firehall attached.

ALBERTA RESOURCES 
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$96,000,000 Railway 
Opens New Resource 
For Private Developm« 1; 


HE BUSY CLACK of wheel 
on rail and the rude blat of 
the diesel horn has signalled the 


-opening of another era in the de- 


velopment of Alberta’s rich natural 
resources. 


The driving of the traditional 
last golden spike and the turning 
of the last plated bolt at a cere- 
mony at Grande Prairie at month’s 
end will herald the completion of 
the $96,000,000 Alberta Resources 
Railway. The new line will pro- 
vide the first economic means of 
access to rich lodes of mineral, 
forest, agricultural and recreational 
resources hitherto beyond reach of 
development. 


One of the first of these to be 
developed, coal is now being 
mined for shipment under a long 
term contract to Japanese interests. 
The contract, for 29.5 million long 
tons worth $450,000,000 over 15 
years will be moved over the ARR 
to Pacific Coast points of shipment, 
in highly efficient 10,000 ton unit 
trains. 


Other resources utilization is un- 
der study and under development 
by commercial interests, that will 
materially benefit the economy of 
the province.

From a 
scenic standpoint, however, the 
traverse of the valley is an out- 
standing experience. Abundant in 
game — moose, elk, deer, bear, wild 
horses — the hillsides are beauti- 
fully meadowed and the whole area 
rich in primitive beauty. 


Shortly after leaving the Smoky 
the line emerges on to a plateau at 
Mile 195 and crosses it for 40 
miles through potentially fertile 
farmland into Grande Prairie. 


It was a major three-year pro- 
ject to design and build the Al- 
berta Resources Railway. Almost 
45 million cubic yards of materials 
were excavated and placed. When 
it is realized, the Peace River dam 
project involved 60 million cubic 
yards, the magnitude of the job 
becomes apparent. 


To carry the railway across the 
chasm of Flood Creek, for instance, 
required an embankment 175 feet 
high over twin structural steel-plate 
drainage pipes. It is the highest 
known work of its kind in North 
America and effected significant 
construction economies. The fill 
has a volume of 650,000 cubic 
yards. 


The techniques of the relatively 
new science of soil mechanics were 
used frequently to cope with other 
large fills over culverts but the 
Flood Creek project was unique in 
that the new soil mechanics 
principles were applied in its de- 
sign. 

New techniques were used in the 
railway survey stage also. A heli- 
copter-borne telleurometer to estab- 
lish the essential ground controls 
speeded up work in difficult 
country tremendously. 





Computers were used in the de- 
sign stage of the bridges with pro- 
grams developed by Canadian Na- 
tional for calculation of forces in 
welded steel girders and the legs 
and bracing of towers, 


In view of the traffic the Al- 
berta Resources Railway will carry 
—in particular 100-car unit trains 
weighing in excess of 13,000 tons — 
it is interesting that the ruling 
grade of compensated one percent, 
against the heavy southbound traf- 
fic makes it an economical line 
over which to operate, consider- 
ing the roughness of the country. 
Northbound the ruling grade is 1.5 
percent against the lighter traffic. 
Maximum curvature is six degrees. 








HRDA Plans

O-ORDINATION and timing 

of the provision of various 
government services in the develop- 
ing new town of Grande Cache, 
near the newly opened Alberta 
Resources Railway, will be under- 
taken by the Alberta Government 
Human Resources Development 
Authority. The project, relatively 
unique by virtue of previous lack 
of opportunity, will be watched 
closely by government and industry 
as a guide to possible future use. 


Under the scheme, HRDA will 
establish precedence and _ priority 
for each of the many facets and 
requirements that face the sudden 
opening of a bustling community 
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where virtually nothing rested in a 
wilderness area. 

HRDA will not be involved in 
the many details of service of each 


department, but will merely act, 
upon request, as a scheduling 
agency. 


A General Schedule has been 
set up relating mining operations, 
“New Town” structuring and gov- 
ernment services. 

Working with the various depart- 
ments responsible for each area of 
concern, HRDA will endeavor to 
ensure, for instance, that the de- 
partment of Municipal Affairs will 
have its town plan, in various 
stages, complete and mappe d 
before roads are started, and res- 
idential-business area established 
with interests scheduled around the 
coal mine area which will be the 
main support of the town at the 
start. 

The plans of the Department of 
Public Works in building construc- 
tion, and the installation timing of 
the many service departments such

To New Town 


OAD ACCESS to the new town of Grande 

Cache, 80 miles north-west of Hinton, and 
to the nearby site of a huge coal mining develop- 
ment project is open to vehicular traffic and 
improvements are advancing. 


Alberta Department of Highways road build- 
ing and bridge construction crews have been 
active in the area for the past three years, spurred 
by the demands of exploration and development 
of the Smoky River coal deposits. 


Work on all major bridges and structures on 
the route have been completed, and closing the 
final gap of new highway construction from 
Muskeg Corner to Mason Creek west is pro- 
gressing rapidly. 

Upgrading and re-alignment of the section 
of the Hinton to Muskeg Corner through Entrance 
Park is underway and work is expected to con- 
tinue towards the Muskeg turn-off this season. 
Meanwhile, about 50 miles of the existing forestry 
trunk road will provide a gravelled facility north 
from Entrance Park to Muskeg. 


A major portion of new construction lies 
between Muskeg, about 60 miles north of Hinton, 
to Grande Cache, extending 11 miles beyond the 
townsite of the coal mine. Construction on this 
portion of the highway is well advanced and all 
of the 14 structures required have been completed. 
These include bridges over the Muskeg and 
Smoky Rivers, a railroad overpass at Susa Creek 
and 11 steel culverts, some measuring up to 14 
feet in diameter
